enters school. T h e -defect may be 
entirely unsuspected. In one com­ 
munity in one year 66,000 children 
were found to have defective vision 
and 17,000 defective hearing. 
Other defects while not so dis­ 
abling should receive considera­ 
tion. The child who is a mouth- 
breather and is subject to chronic 
colds cannot concentrate as suc­ 
cessfully as his healthy school­ 
mates. At this time cf ynar the 
nose and 
throat surgeons 
are 
busily engaged in working on ade­ 
noids and tonsils so as to correct 
the defects resulting from mouth 
breathing. The teeth should be ex­ 
amined and put in good condition 
— mouth breathing may result in 
bad occlusion of the teeth and mal­ 
formed teeth may tend to keep a 
child a mouth-brcather. 
Eleven 
per cent of children arc found to 
be cither mouth-brcathers or to 
have abscessed teeth, the first year 
they enter school. 


Undernourishment Common 
Ail the defects mentioned arc of 
a remediable nature and need not 
hamper a child’s progress forever. 
Undernourishment is found in 
a greater or less degree in nearly a 
third of all first year school chil­ 
dren. In most cases this is due to 
ignorance of the use of protective 
foods at home. It is so easy now­ 
adays to get in the habit of eating 
processed foods, especially in a 
household where the cook and 
housekeeper goes to town to work, 
as well. School teachers tell one 
that hundreds of children come to 
school having had an insufficient 
breakfast or one that represents 
internal starvation because moth- 


ing conscience in these conditions 
in their pupils. They have a re­ 
sponsibility for the physical as 
well as the spiritual rehabilitation 
of their pupils. So in one form or 
another a physical examination of 
all first year school children is a t­ 
tempted pretty widely over the 
United States. 
The 
best 
plan 
would be for the parents to have 
their family physician make the 
examination: it would be more 
thorough and necessarily more in­ 
telligent than 
tne examination 
made by the school physician or 
the school nurse. 
But whatever 
plan is used the general movement 
will inevitably lead to a higher 
standard of physical efficiency in 
the citizen of tomorrow. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
E. M. B.—“ Is smoking harmful 
in Meniere’s discase? Also is beer 
and alcohol harm ful?” 
Answer—I have looked up this 
question in several textbooks on 
ear discase and nervous disease 
and I find no proliibition against 
smoking expressed by the authors. 
Patients I remember with Me­ 
niere’s disease have been too sick 
to ask about it. When you are so 
dizzy you have to lie down on the 
bed, order the room to be dark­ 
ened, shut off the telephone and all 
other noises, and hang on to the 
head of the bed because you are 
spinning around so hard, you are 
not likely to think of taking a 
smoke. 
Beer and alcohol make 
well people dizzy, so they are not 
advised. 
t>. B. A. — “ Please advise me 
what foods to cat in a bad case of 
anemia? I am 50 years old.” 
Answer— Liver, half a pound a 
day, if the anemia Is of the Addi­ 
sonian type (ask your doctor to 
find out about this), spinach and 
eggs for iron. 


C. R.—“ Will you please tell me 
a list of places in the United States 
with climate most favorable to 
patients suffering from sinus in­ 
fection? My son six years old is 
afflicted.”

QUESTION: Is it true that the hardy phlox should not be w atered 
in the evening?

ANSW ER: Possibly the theory back of withholding w ater from the 
phlox foliage in the evening is that it might induce the development of 
mildew on the foliage. 
Actually, most of the difficulty th at we have 
with phlox in Ohio is not so much due to mildew as to lack of suffi­ 
cient soil moisture, possibly combined with relatively high tem pera­

cidentally, liberal applications of 
phosphate will encourage and pro­ 
mote the growth of clover.

This is a plan of “direct sell­ 
ing’’; in other words, personal so­ 
licitation or “button-holing” to win 
votes for Willkie. 
The plan was devised by Hugh 
S tu art Center of San Jose, Cal., 
form er head of the sta te ’s Asso­ 
ciated Republican Clubs and o rga­ 
nizer of the California Indepen­ 
dents and Democrats for Willkie.

In each state, separate organi­

services, 
and 
religion. 
Each group would finance its own 
activities, thus lightening the load 
of the regular campaign organi­ 
zations and also not piling up big 
totals in their official reports. 
Business men would be asked to 
assign an energetic and personable 
young man to devote his time to 
the same business, and to selling 
them the importance to that busi- ^ 
ness of electing Winkle. Sponsors 
of the plan claim three advantages 
for it: 
1. “No time is wasted in seek­ 
ing prospects. Each representative 
meets them through the day, in ^ 
the 
apparent normal course 
of 
business.” 
2. No sales resistance is encoun­ 
tered. The prospect does not realize 
he is being approached politically. 
It is just a case of two or more ’ 
persons talking shop.”

It was just one hundred years 
ago . . . 1940 in Brussels. Belgium 
. . . that Antonie Joseph “Adol- 
phe” Sax, one of Charles Sax’s l l 
children, invented the instrum ent 
that still carries the family name. 
Today, the saxophone is em erg­ 
ing from the “lowbrow’ ’estim ate 
once given it by the public. 
The Philadelphia. Boston, 
San 
Francisco and Chicago symphony 
orchestras and other distinguished 
classical music groups have ac­ 
quired saxophone sections. Indeed, 
many of the high school boy** of 
the 1920’a discovered that only a 
virtuoso can produce the unusually 
beautiful tonal colorings possible 
on the strange-shaped Instrum ent 
th at bridges the gap between the 
older “reed” instrum ents and the 
“brasses." 
Sax For Popular Music 
However, 
while there is little 
serious music for the saxophone, 
there is plenty of the popular kind, 
thanks to the flexibility of Sax’s 
conical brass tube that features a 
score of orifices covered by leath­ 
er-padded keys. 
More than 
40 
"name" 
band 
leaders are popular on the sax and 
have tootled themselves to fame 
and fortune 
on 
a 
cresendo 
of 
harmonic overtones so necessary 
to sustain a band’s full "brass." 
Popular maestroes such as Paul 
W hiteman and Guy Lombardo fea­ 
ture strong "sax" sections. 
Many an old-timer 
remembers 
tbe magic of the Brown brothers 
and of the late Rudy Wiedoft en 
the saxophone. 
Their skill truly 
educated the nation to the wide 
range of tonal beauty obtainable 
on the hook-shaped horn. 
Among current favorites on the 
sax are Dick Stabile, Toots Mon- 
dello, and Jimmy Dorsey on the 
alto, and 
Charlie 
Barnet, Tony 
Pastor, Georgic Auld and Cole­ 
man Hawkins on the tenor. These 
and an estim ated 100,000 other 
band-saxophone players keep the 
saxophone industry busy. 
How Sax H as Invented 
Sax was experimenting with the 
ophicleide and substituted a cup­ 
shaped mouthpiece 
(such as is 
used on a trum pet) for a clarinet 
mouthpiece. 
He was amazed to 
hear his "accident" 
produce 
a 
blended sound of reed and brass. 
A few 
alterations 
were made 
and Sax produced a whoel family 
of saxophones 
with 
their 
rare 
quality of tone resembling strings 
and the human voice. This quality 
makes it a 
favorite solo instru­ 
ment. 
Sax discovered a 
fundamental 
law of acoustics: The tone (ring) 
oSr a sound is determined by the 
air by those of the body of the 
proportions given the column of 
instrum ent which holds it. 
Although the hybrid saxophone 
was hailed by Sax’s contempora 
lies such as 
Composers 
Rossini, 
Berlio 
and Halevy, many austere 
“artists" rejected the instrum ent; 
this in spite of the acclaim given 
it by scores of newspaper w riters

Saxophone, Born In 1840, 
Brought Fame But Also 
Bankruptcy To Inventor

who foresaw the adaptability of 
the instrum ent to arm y band uses. 
Enemies of Sax 
Though his fame spread across 
the nation, and his magnificent 
shop in Rue St. Georges, Paris, 
continually expanded, Sax could 
not stem the 
opposition of 
his 
competitors and eventually went 
bankrupt despite his winning med­ 
als in French musical instrum ent 
exhibitions. 
However, after a special compe­ 
tition in which 45 musicians played 
old-style horns and 38 played the 
saxophone, the latter instrum ent 
was 
officially 
adopted 
by 
the 
French army band July 31, 1945, 
and Sax—so his friends thought— 
surely now wrould make a fortune. 
Now Sax’s business competitors 
who feared the popularity of his 
new 
instrum ent 
would 
destroy 
them set about to strip him of 
everything, 
even 
trying 
to dis­ 
credit his right to the invention on 
the grounds th at he was merely a 
sly promoter taking advantage of 
another’s idea.

Through court afte r court the 
ca&e was dragged for 30 years but 
he continued the struggle.

Bankrupt, At Last 
In 1859, when 
the 
pitch was 
changed, every orchestra and mil­ 
itary band had to get new wind in­ 
strum ents but Sax, still bitterly 
opposed by his 
com petitors and 
lacking in sharp-w itted 
business 
experience, again found himself in­ 
volved with the law. 
In Decem­ 
ber, 
1877, 
bankrupt, 
Sax was 
forced to quit his establishm ent in 
Rue St. Georges and sell his col­ 
lection of musical instrum ents. 
All his life Sax tinkered with in­ 
ventions and in 1945 took out a 
pattnt on the saxhorn and the sax- 
otrobas. 
Indeed, a t the London 
International exhibition in 1862 hp 
was represented by cornets, sax­ 
horns and saxotrom bas with three 
pistons and as many as five keys.

remained 
Adolphe Sax’s most im portant dis­ 
covery.
